The following extract from a letter written 


by Prof. Angelo Heilprin, describing a real 
in Algeria, published in the Philadelphia 
Ledger, is of interest to all desiring an im 
piovement in our public roads: 


We were off tor Michelet, tearing arounc 


mountain curves with a -vigor that showed 
that coaching was not yet a dead art in th< 
East 
One cannot too freely praise the char 


actor and condition of the roads in Algeria 
Hisliue that most of them are military 
roatlb, but even with this special character, 
istic they constantly challenge one's aduura 
tiou. 
A road here is not something cut, 


with ruts to take care of themselves, anc 
with an endless amount of repairs that are 
needed and but rarely made, but something 
that is constructed—a bed that is built up. 
Every j'oad that we have yet travelled ovei 
has one and tho same character, whether it 
be tbe road of the 
open plain, of Ihe 


steeply ascending mountain side, or tbe ap- 
parently inaccessible gorge or canon. There 
are no nits, no crossing water-ways and no 
undulating rises and falls which are so fa- 
miliar in our own country under the name 
of "thank-you-ma'fims." 
The surface is 


solid and firm, and practically as even as a 
Aboard. Diiving over it is like driving over 


a paved floor, aud one hardly wonders at 
making a diligence fepced, up and down hill, 
nine aud ten miles an hour. All along the 
road, for mile following rnile, are tlie stone 
heaps from which the materials of repair are 
taken, and every two hundred or three hun- 
dred feet are the section blocks which mark 
off iu fractions of kilometers the unit of the 
road, allowing the detail of work to be in- 
stantly located. 
It is probably no exagger- 


ation to say that there is not a continuous 
mile of park road in the whole United Slates 
which has tho quality of the mountain road 
of the Fort National and Michelet, or of that 
which descends into the wonderful canon of 
Kerafa.

"Until General Shatter or General 


Miles makes a complaint about the con 
duct of the Cubans the reports shonlt 
be looked upon as simply tho expression 
of individual opinion. 
So far as we 


know, there have been no complaints 
lodged against the Cubans by the Amer 
ican generals in command. The reports 
that have been received have, on the 
contrary, been of the most favorable 
character. A starving pacifloo who finds 
upon the ground a discarded knapsack 
and who satisfies his hunger with the 
contents certainly cannot be chargec 
with a great crime. It may be that the 
charges were not made against the Cu- 
bans who are fighting, but were made 
against the unarmed refugees. The On 
ban government has instructed its gen- 
erals to co-operate with the Americans 
and to follow out the plans made by the 
Intter. These plans, we know, are being 
carried out to the letter."—New York 
Tribune.

A little band of patriotic women have, for 


a number of weeks, been busily engaged in 
making bandages for the soldier boys who 
are fighting to preserve the integrity of the 
nation.

The small number of willing 
hands which have worked diligently to con- 
tribute to the welfare of Ihe soldier has 
furnished over 500 of these garments, which 
have been shipped to Ihe Washington head- 
quarters.

from the Washington headquarters for Ihe 
prompt and efficient service rendered by the 
Biistol band of sewers. The letters state 
that the bandages have been forwarded to 
the men in tbe field. 


There has been considerable disappoint- 


ment realized because of the slight interest 
Brislolians geneially have taken in tin- mat- 
ter. Here in a town of 7000 inhabitants it 
is a humiliating fact Ilial only a handful of 
patriotic women have responded lo the ur- 
gent appeal. It surely'•annot be that there 
is a lack of interest in the welfaie of the 
soldier who is exposed to all of the dangers 
incident iu actual waiiaie. The lethargy of 
Bristol's fair women iu the matter can only 
be accounted for by the fact that they do not 
realise the importance of the refjuest. These 
women who have been working for several 
weeks are not simply amusing themselves or 
gathered together for social puipose, but are 
hiboimg that they may contribute their 
share to the piosecution of the war by 
furnishing the fighters with means to pie- 
seive their health and comfort.

House Struck by Lightning. 


During the electncal storm last Thursday

The hands 
were tied and Ihe pockets loaded withstones. 
It was taken to the morgue and was yester- 
day identified by Mrs. Smith as that of her 
husband, Marshall R. Smith. She identified 
the body by the clothing and also by the 
name which was written on the vest lining 
in her husband's handwriting. 


Mrs. Smith told the Coroner her husband 


was 48 years of age. 
The last time she saw 


him alive was on July 20, at 42 North Sev- 
enth street, where he liad applied for ad- 
mission tu the Philadelphia Hospital foi 
treatment for an illness from which he had 
suffered lor a number of years. He had 
been treated for insiinity at the Morris Plains 
Asylum, at Newark, N J., from which in- 
stitution he had been discharged last March, 
his condition having improved. 
He still 


continued very despondent, however, and 
often laid to his wife that some day he 
would commit suicide, saying also that he 
had selected drowning as Ihe cosiest death. 
After his return from the asylum, he evinced 
a morbid interest in suicides, and his wife 
was compelled to keep all daily papers out 
of his hands, in order that he might not grat- 
ify hii desire 
Mrs. Smith stated that she 


was informed that he had been discharged 
from the Philadelphia Hospital at his own 
request, on July 23.

nurses are working here heroically, but 
last night tbe women nurses were so 
exhausted that they asked for volun- 
teers to relieve them, and every one has 
turned in to help the wounded. 


"There is nothing but the wannest 


praise heard for the fighting of the 
negro soldiers in the face of fusillades 
of Mauser bullets. Kenneth Bobinson 
of the rough riders, who had a bullet 
ge through his body and lodge Hn his 
arm, said to me last night: 'There isn't 
a man in the rough riders but takes off 
his hat to the negroes. They not only 
fought like devils, but they ware the 
readiest to come to our help when we 
were wounded.' The negro soldiers also 
show remarkable bravery in the hos- 
pital tents, where many of them have 
been under the surgeon's knife. Their 
pluck is the talk of the surgeons, and 
they show more nerve than many of 
their fellow soldiers of lighter hue. " — 
New York Sun.

TESTIMONY 
OF 
OFFICERS ABOUT 


REGULARS AT SANTIAGO. 


Captain Moon'n Remarkable Experience. 


In Night Marching and With Spanish 
Guerrillas In the Tree Tops—An Exam- 
ple of Cuban Punishment For Deserters. 


The reports of unprecedented valor ' 


displayed by the soldiers in front of 
Santiago are borne out by the testi- j 
mony of their wounded officers, return- ' 
ing to the United States. A few of : 
these emphatic witnesses have been at 
the war department within the last few 
days. 
Those of the rough riders who 


encountered Spanish bullets in tbat ter- 
rible preliminary skirmifch at La Quisi- 
na were the Erst to reach Washington 
and describe in person tho character of 
warfare waged against them. 
Captain. 


Carr of Washington, who was one of 
the rough riders, has been hero several 
days, where he is now resting for his 
wounds to heal. 
Captain Henry B. 


Moon of Company B, Twentieth infan- 
try, reached Washington recently, after ; 
participating for two days in the fight- 
ing and receiving two wounds from a 
Mauser bullet. "Inever sawbuoh brave 
men as those who fought in front of 
Santiago," said Captain Moon. "They 
did not seem to know how to turn back." 


Captain Moon recounted before his 


brother's family in Mount Pleasant 
the other evening tome of his army 
experiences in Cuba. 
The captain's 


right arm is in a sling from a wound 
at the elbow, and his right leg is band- 
aged stiffly because of a flesh woum 
just above the knee. 


Captain Moon's wound was a very 


curious one. The Twelfth regiment, o 
which his company is a part, was in the 
brigade commanded by General John 0 
Bates. This brigade helped bear th< 
heaviest of the fighting before Santiago 
and Captain Moon's company fonght on 
July 1 on the left of the American lines 
near El Caney. Along toward night on 
July 1 they received orders to move 
toward the right, so that on the morn 
ing of July 2 they were near San Juan. 


Captain Moon's company, after three 


or four hours' sleep, was preparing to 
execute orders for aa attack on the 
Spanish lines. They were lying behind 
a natural ridge of land and the captain 
was sitting by his lieutenant with his 
elbow resting on his knee. "The Mau- 
ser bullets were whistling over our 
heads," said the captain, "cutting.the 
branches, which fell all about us. We 
felt secure enough behind tho hill, al- 
though it was apparent that the Span- 
iaras had opened the attack. Without 
any warning whatever I thought I felt 
a clod of earth thrown violently against 
my leg and I started up quickly. I told 
the lieutenant that I believed a shell 
had burst near. There was no pain, but 
I began to feel of my loot. Soon the 
blood was discovered earning from my 
leg just above the knee, which was the 
flrst I knew that I had been shot It 
waa some moments beiore I knew that I 
had also been hit in the elbow. The 


t lodged in the flesh of my knee 


and was afterward out out by the sur- 
geon. It must have either been a defec- 
tive bullet and deflected in its course 
from the gun or it mut>t have penetrated 
the ridge before it struck me." 


The most vivid marohing experience 


that Captain Moon and his company 
had was on the night of July 1 when 
ordered from the left near El Cauey to 
the right of the American lines near 
San" Juan. They started on the march 
early in the evening after a day of hard 
fighting and reached their position soon 
after 1 o'clock in the morning. Much 
of the way they had to traverse a wet, 
marshy tract, through the midst of 
which flowed a creek or a river. • This 
river was probably much more tortuous 
in its course than the wanderings of the 
regulars through the darkness. At any 
rate they forded the stream fully a 
dozen times before they reached the de- 
sired location. Both officers and sol- 
diers had to plunge Into the muddy 
water that often came up to their knees 
and then to flounder through 
the 


marshes, only to find the river again 
before them. Soaking wet when their 
maroh was ended, they threw them- 
selves upon the ground for a little sleep. 
As Captain Moon was wounded early in 
the morning, he saw almost none of the 
second day's fighting. 


During his progress back to the hos- 


pital at Siboney Captain Moon had a 
stirring experience with the Spanish 
guerrillas, who shot at wounded men 
out of the tall cocoanut palm trees. Two 
men Were bearing him on a litter, when 
there came the zip of a rifle bullet, 
which buried itself in the ground near 
by. The men carrying him dropped to 
the ground for their own protection. 
Captain Moon was familiar enough with 
the location of the Spanish and Amer- 
ican lines to know that the bullet oould 
not have come from any guns engaged 
in the battle. 
On the way back they 


were warned by a chaplain to hurry 
across certain open spaces, because it 
was known that several wounded men 
had been fired upon there. 


"I had an opportunity to see how the 


Cubans punish deserters," said Captain 
Moon. "It seems that one of their sol- 
diers had deserted with his horse. After 
wandering about in the woods for sev- 
eral days the deserter was compelled to 
kill his horse for food. They caught the 
poor fellow, half starved and proceeded 
to deal out military punishment. They 
tied his hands behind him, strung-him 
up by his feet, with his head near the 
carcass of the horse, and there he was 
ordered to hang for seven days. 
This 


was near one of our hospitals and the 
surgeons complained after a couple of 
days, when the man was cut down. The 
Cuban officers claimed that they must 
have some severe punishment for desert- 
ers, else they could not hold their troops 
together. They claimed it was impossi- 
ble to hold courts martial, as the Amer- 
icans do."—Washington Post
